General Cargo and Valuable

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—News was 
|} received here tonight from England 
that the Atlantic transport liner Min- 
nehaha, which had made 26 voyages 
between New York and London, car- 
rying 16,000 tons of muniticns and 
supplies on each trip, was sunk by a 
submarine last Friday a short distance 
off the coast of Ireland, and 60 of 
her officers and crew were lost. 

The Minnehaha left here three weeks 
ago, and landed her cargo safely in 
London and was on her way to this 
country, with a small quantity of gen- 
eral cargo in her hold and a race 
horse, valued at $30,000, when she was 
destroyed. 

The Minnehaha was commanded by 
Captain Frank Claret, who is a com- 
|mander in the naval reserve. She was 
one of a group of six ships, and was 
convoyed by destroyers through the 
danger zone. 

The Minnehaha was strugk in the 
engine room on the starboard side of 
the ship, the report said, the explosion

BATTLE RAGES 


on the Western 
Front 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

ROME, Sept. 12.—The Austrians 
yesterday made an extreme effort to 
drive the Italians from positions they 
occupy along the crest of Monte San 
Gabriele, northeast of Gorizia. The 
battle lasted from dawn until nearly 
noon, when the Austrians, defeated in 
the struggle, gave up the effort, the 
war office announced today, The state- 
ment reads: 

“The enemy yesterday made various 
attacks, Which were at once repulsed, 
against our lines on the Bainsizza 
| Plateau, afterwards carrying out its 
latest offensive north of Gorizia. 

“After having kept under the most 
violent fire for several hours, the po- 
sitions occupied by us along the crest 
|of Monte San Gabriele and on the 
| western slopes descending towards 
Balcano he attacked us from the east 
and from the south. The bitter strug- 
gle, which began at dawn, became 


Fi- 
nally, towards midday, the enemy, 
beaten and repulsed, gave up hie fruit- 
less attempts. 

Patrol Encounters

All persons in ordering § their 
food ought to consider the needs 
of Great Britain, the Allies, and 
the armits, for wheat, beef ond 
bacon, The food controller re- 
quires the public to do everything 
in its power to make these com- 
modities available for export by 
eating as little as possible of them 
and by avoiding waate, 

“Advice to Chefs’ is 
of another card which is to be .' e- 
played in all restaurant and hotel kit- 
chens. This poster advises cooks to 
make vegetable dishes as attractive 
as possibie in order that customers 
will be tempted to order them repeat- 
edly in place of meat. 

Caution Against Waste, 

Caution against waste is also urged 
together witn the suggestion that cus- 
tomers be permitted to order half- 
portions of meat dishes if they so de- 
sire. The kitchen card also contains 
the regulations: 

Do not. serve beef on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. 

: Do not’ serve bacon on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. 

Do not serve beef or bacon at more 
than one mea! in any other day.

‘Imperial Bank Refuses to Loam 


$385,000 Needed If Teach- 
ers ‘‘Carry On'’ 


- 


Will the city schools be compelled 
|to close this fall through lack of 
| funds? This is the question that is 
now perplexing members of the school 
board as a result of notification re- 
ceived Wednesday morning from the 
Imperial Bank that the head office 
has turned down the loan of $385,000 
which was applied for by the board 
a few days age. Unless money can be 
secured in the course of a week or 
two either the teachers will ha ‘ve ‘o 
give credit to the school board or 
the schools will be closed, 

Resume of the Situation. 

The situation at present is this. Up 
to the end of June the city has been 
handing over monthly the sum 2 
$55,000 to meet salaries, debenture in- 
terest and other expenses. Since then, 
however, it has been impoesiblo to 
supply funds, and the board decided 
to apply to the Imperial Bank direct 
for $385,000, which is the balance of 
the year's estimate of $660,000, $275,- 
000 having already been paid by the 
city. This money wes not required at 
once, but in similar payments to those 
which had been given by the city 

The application was taken under ed- 
visement by the bank and the answer 
from the head office is a refusal. 

Cali a Special Meeting. 

The question of the bes solution 
of the difficulty has been discussed 
informally between the finance com- 
mittee and the mayor and a special 
meeting of the finance committee will 
be held on Thursday afternoon to de- 
'elde upon a course of action. 
| The bank in its letter to the secre- 
‘tary of the school board remarks that 
if more adequate means had been 
taken to collect the city taxee there 
would be no shortage of money at 
the present time. 

May Try Elsewhere. 

One or two solutions have been sug- 
gested to meet the difficulty arising 
out of the shortage of cash for op» 
ating expenses. One:ls to use some 
of the funds standing to special ac- 
counta, but this ie not considered 
feasible by at least some of the mem- 
bers of the board, Another is to ap- 
ply to other banks for an advance and 
this course has been advocated by 
some of the trustees. 

The situation is admittedly a grave 
|} one, but ft is hoped that a satisfac- 
tory solution may be found before 
the financial demands at the end of

To the Bulletin Legal Dept.—Would | 
you kindly let me have an answer) 
from you regarding a legal question 
as follows: A mortgage is given to a 
loan company for $1,800 maturing in 
years. When the mortgage is 
due it is not paid or renewed, but a 
letter has been written requesting that 
the matter be allowed to stand for a 
time. No renewal agreement is sign- 
ed. One year after the mortgage is 
off with interest to date
